Indeed, in several of them
it has already been organized, and in others
gleps towards that end are bping taken, 4
aat delogate conveution, nnmbering over
grm hundred members, has been in sedsion
for the past two days at Richmond, Virginin,
for the organiz_n[inn of the “l']lllhlit Al party
in that State.

We look upon all these movements with un-
disgniged pleasure. It is betler for the coun-
try that ita political organizations should not
bo bounded by sectional lines, but should pre-
vail all over the [and.
would long ago have beaen organized in all the
Soathern Btates, had it not been for the fact
that, until after the overthrow of slavery, froe-
dom of speech and fresdom of the press were
not tolerated in that section, of the country.
The principles of the Republican party were
always national: ite organization was for a
time seotional simply becanse its enemios com-
polled it to be g0, Wa shonld have polled a
large vota for Fremont in 1856 in the South
had freedom of speech and of the pross, instead
of mob violence, prevailed there. Weshonld
have polled therea still larger vote for Lincoln
in 1860, had we not been prevented by vio-
lenoe from doing so. In the old “Union as'it
was,'’ the South was dominated by the slave
oligarchy, and any organization in opposition
toits designs was imupossible. Now, howaver,
the doors are opened, and the Southern people
are at last to be permitted to organize them-
selves into partics the same as other citizens
of tha republic. Thaey are not slow in em-
bracing the opportunity, and we shall soon
behold & well-organized Republican party in
eaoh of the Southern States, It may not be
dominant in many of them for some time to
come, but it will be of great publio utility to

The Southern
people will begin to feel themselves oitizens of
the Union, and not merely or primarily citi-
zons of their own States. The old sectional
feeling will gradually wear out of them and
be forgotten.

Hence, if for nothing but for its incidental
blessings, we hope that the organization of
the Republican party will be trinmphantly
prosecuted in every Sonthern State. We
look also for mere pronounced results, for we
buliave that there are several of the late Rebel
States that will become sound and relinble

Republican States, as much so as Jowa or
Hic-higsn.

Suffrage in New Jersey,
Wr publish in fall Hon. James M. Scovel's
recent letter upon the question of suffrage.
It has the right ring, and we trust that his
labors in behalf of o wise and just a cause
may be the means of accomplishing much
good. The old Revolutionary patriots of New
Jerasy never thought of disfranchising a good,
honest, tax-paying citizen on account of his
color.

That mon-
strosity of injustice was the fruit of that later
infamous pro-slavery sentiment whioh so foully
disgraced our whole conntry down to the
breéaking out of the Rebellion. The remnants
of that sentiment still linger, but are fast
ing away like mist before the risinmg sun
?)?ueq&l rigitn. .

FrouTthe oircular fissued by Dr. Sears, Gene-
ral Agent of the Peabody Educational Faud,
we infer that this new and great benefnction is
likely to be administered with more than
usunl discretion. The principle upen which
assistance is to be afforded is that of securing,
as far as possilile, selfthelp on the part of the
people. It is intended to operate as a stimu-
lus to their exertions. The direct aim of the
Agent will be to encourage and aid common
sohools in the South, schools established,
supported, and superintended by the Southern
people themsalves. Normal schools will also
be regarded with particular favor.

This plan may not appear as impoding as
wonld the erection of some one or more great
universities, but it will be of infinitely more
benefit to the Southern people, It seeks to

rench the masses, and to do it through stimu-
lating the efforts of the people themselves,
